WASHINGTON, March 19.—[Special.]—The 
education bill received another severe blow in 
the house committee on education today. It 
had been demonstrated that a majority of the 
committee were opposed to the bill, buat its 
friends had hoped to induce the committee at 
least to allow the bill to be reported to the 
house, but the motion to reconsider the recent 
action adverse to the bill, was defeated, after 
considerable discyggion, by a vote of seven to 
four. Those who” voted for the bill were 
Messrs. Candler of Georgia, Willis of Ken- 
tucky. Whiting of Massachusetts, and O’Don- 
nell of Michigan. Strait and Winn, and 
Burnes. of Missouri, were the most decided 
opponents of the bill. It is feared that today’s 
action will prove fatal to the bill, though the 
gommittee has-agreed to vote on it again on 
the third Monday in April. Ifaction is then 
adverse, Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, will offera 
pew bill in the house, substantially 
the same as that which passed 
Zhe senate, and will move its reference to 
some other committee. This will enable the 


_ friends of the bill to test their strength in the 


house. Mr. Willis says there are five com- 

mittees which would report the bill favorably, 

and to one of these he will move it reference. 
HAMMOND’S MINORITY REPORT, 

Mr. Hammond today made a minority report 
from the committee of shipping against the 
Dingley pilotage bill. That bill was reported 
by a majority of one vote. Seven members 
Signed the majority report. Five will sign 
the minority repost, with McMillan, of Ten- 
messee, on the fence. 

ADVERSE TO HURD. 

The action of the election committee on the 
contest of Frank Hurd for the seat held by 
Jacob Romeiss for the Toledo district, was a 
considerable surprise. Hurd and his friends 
have been hopeful from the start, and recently 
were quite confident that he would be seated. 
The case was thoroughly argued, and then re- 
argued. The committee rejected, by a vote of 
& to 6, the-resolution declaring Hurd entitled 
to the seat. The vote was not made public, 
but it is understood that three democrats, 
‘Turner of Georgia, Green of New Jersey, and 
Boyle of Pennsylvania, voted against Hurd. 
fA minority report will be made. Hurd’s 
@ause will be warmly championed by the mi- 
nority of the committee, and he will conclude 
the debate in his own behalf.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—In the senate, 
Mr. Blackburn presented the memorials of

At 2 o’clock the chair laid before the senate 
acommunication from the secretary of the 
treasury.

ate in executive session.”’ 

At this point something seemed to have 
burnt the clerk’s mouth, for, with a quick in- 
halation of breath, he stopped short, folded 
up the paper and hamded it back to the presi- 
dent pro tem.,who announced that the commn- 
nication would be withdeld for executive ses- 
sion. The incident created for a moment a buzz 
of supr sessed excitement in the chamber, fol- 
lowed by deep silence. 

Mr. Platt was the first to recover his voice. 
He inquired of the chair whether the commu- 
nication was marked “executive.”’

Neither 
could the president disassociate his constitu- 
tional functions from the presidential office. 
The constitution my ‘ed the power of removal 
solely in his hands. Decisions of the courtf 
had been uniformly to that effect. Mr. 
Saulsbury read at some length from 
the decisions of the court to sustain 
this point. He also read from the proceedings 
‘of the first congress in 1789, to show that the 
removals were left entirely to the direction of 
the president. The commissions of the naval 
officers, even to this day, he said, showed by 
the words on their face that the office was held 
at the pleasure of the presidens. 

Mr. bolquitt obtained the floor, but gave way 
for a motion toadjourn. 

At 4:30 p. m. the senate adjourned till Mon- 
day. 


MR. CRISP IN THE Cd4AIR. 


Bills to 
April. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—In the absence of 
the speaker, Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, was desig- 
pated to preside over the proceedings of the 
house. 

Leave was granted to Mr. Hammond, of 
Georgia, to file the views of the minority of 
the committee on judiciary on the bankruptcy 
bill. 

The house spent the greater part of the day 
disposing of bills on the private calendar of no 
general public interest. A resolution was 
adopted setting apart April 10 for the consid- 
eration of bills reported from the committec 
on commerce; authorizivg the construction of 
bridges, the establishment of light houses and 
the bill relating to the life saving service. It 
is understood that the Arthur Kill bridge bill 
will not be brought up on that day. The latter 
bill is one giving the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road admission to Staten Island and New York 
harbor. The house took a recess till half past 
seven o’clock, the evening session to be devo- 
ted to the consideration of the private pension 
bills. 

Atthe evening session the house passed 
thirty pension bills. The last bill tobe con- 
sidered was that granting a pension of $2,000 
a year to the widow of General W. 8S. Han- 
cock. Mr. Bingham, of Pennsylvania, elo- 
quently supported the bill and quoted as pre- 
cedents the cases of the widows of Admiral 
Farragut and General Thomas. 

Mr. Price, of Wiscousin, opposed the bill, 
and stated that it must be considered in a full 
house. He knew thatthe country had paid 
General Hancock, brilliant, brave and gener- 
ous in all his proportions, the sum of $152,000 
during the last twenty years. 

‘He helped save your country,’ suggested 
Mr. Bingham. 

Mr. Price—‘‘And there are hundreds of 
thousands as good as he who helped to save 
the country, who are starving.” Continuing 
he said that the practice of granting large 
pensions to the widows of men who had been 
receiving big salaries and who died poor was 
destructive of American manhood. The in- 
fluence was to make men live up to the last 
dollar of their salaries in pomp and _ extrava- 
gance and champagne. It shook every prin- 
ciple of justice and created a privileged class. 

Mr. Bingham regretted the necessity of 
taking the bill betore the house 
in fullsession. He thought it would be sucha 
graceful act, such a generous act, to pass the 
bill now, that he felt that the gentleman’s own 
constituents would applaud him for being a 
party toit. He (Bingham) could not argue 
this question without losing his patience. Tor 
four years he had served on Hancock's per- 
sonal staff, and he regretted that the pension 
of the widow of the general should be fixed as 
low as $2,000. The bill introduced by Mr. 
Pulitzer, granting a pension equal to that of 
the widow’s of ex-presidents, would have been 
more in accord with his feeling. With the ex- 
ception of Mr. Lincoln. he Knew no man of 
modern times who had done more for his coun- 
try, for civilization, humanity and liberty than 
Hancock. [Applause.} He trusted the gen- 
tleman from Wisconsin (Price) would let the 
question come before this gathering tonight. 
Let this case go through, as cases of this kind 
should go through—a tribute of the repre- 
sentatives of the people to the widow of one 
of the bravest and’ most chivalric soldiers of 
our war. 

On the question of passing the bill the vote 
stood 25 to 4 (Price, Zach Taylor, Johnston of 
Indiana and Winans. 

Mr. Price then raised the question of no 
quorum. 

The previous question was, however, ordered 
on the bill, and it goes over until Monday. 
The house then adjourned until tomorrow. 


“WE BE THE ROGERSES.”’ 


Commercial be Reported in 


The Pan-Electric Men Before the Com- 


mittee. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—In the telephone 
investigation today, Dr. Rogers corrected his 
testimony of yesterday, so as to say that 
Looney had paid for his Pan-Electric interest 
with Indus mining stock that afterwards 
proved to be worthless. Then referring to 
his transfers of stock, Dr. Rogers added to the 
names he had already stated those of General 
Frank Armstrong, (ofthe Indian office at that 
time,) General Thomas Crittenden, General A. 
B. Upham, (now of the Indian olltice,) 
Colonel Bondinot, R. C. Wintersmith, A, D 
Cook, the Chronicle and Republic (Washington 
newspapers). The witness sold stock to news- 
papers—gave it for advertising. Most of the 
stock was of the Rogers telephone and tele- 
graph company. The witness said that possi- 
bly he had given American postal stock to 
Messrs. Money & Manning. The witness had 
expressly contemplated legislation for the 
American postal company, and it was so stated 
in the pamphlet, but the bill was never in- 
troduced. 

Mr. Ranney asked if the witness had sent 
one of his pamphlets to Mr. Cox, knowing that 
legislation would be asked. 

The witness replied that he expected that 
Cox would do as Harris had, rise in congress 
and state that he was pecuniarily interested. 
rhe witness would have given Cox more than 
he had offered, because he was an illustrious 
man, and his name stood like the sun in the 
heavens, and he would have helped witness sell 
his stock. He did not think a million of stock 
would seduce Cox, He sawno impropriety in 
giving stock.to members. ‘Congressmen do 
not take vows of chastity and obedience.” said 
the witness. “I went upon that principle,” he 
added, to the amusement of the spectators, 

J. Harris Rogers was then recalled. Mr. 
Oates then inquired if the witness was cor- 
rectly reported inthe interview published in 
the New York Tribune of March 16. Witness 
said the interview was correct. 

Mr. Oates—It is set out there that Coloae! 
Oxates.was an attorney for Senator Harris and 
Colonel Young. 

Witness—It was. sir. Mr. Hine told me that 
Colonel Oates and Mr. Hanback were attor- 
neys for Colonel Young and Senator Harris. 
He is a newspaper man, and said he had so 
reported it to the press. I believed it, and 
thought it was highly probable. I had heard 
before this,° at Bladensburg, that you 
were backing Colonel Young in everything. 
I paid little attention to if then, but when 
Hine told me, and you acted so ansterely, and 
your subsequent action, led me to believe that 
there was great truth in what he said.” Mr. 
Oates had suggested and Hanback concurred 
that Rogers and Oates Clark go over part of 
the correspondence together, and sort out suca 
as they considered relevant, Rogers had de- 
clined to be questioned by O.tes as to his rea- 
sons for his belief. Witness described the oc- 
casion in the committee room, when Oates and 
Hanback were examining a mass o1 corres- 
pondence submitted by Rogers, assume 
the responsibility of passing upon the rele- 
vancy, and he accused Oates and Hanback of 


impropriety in making the suggestion, and of 
desiring to shirk their own labor and responsi- 
bility. Oates cross-examined witness with a 
view to convincing him that he had merely 
been asked to assist in assorting the letters 
and pms them in the order of their sup- 
posed relative importance, because of his fa- 
miliarity with them, but the witness adhered 
to his assertion that an attempt had been made 
to use him improperly. 

Casey Young was then called and sworn. 
He was asked to state all the facts within his 
knowledge about the organization of the com- 
pany. He said in reply, that the statements 
made by Dr. Rogers and himself were in the 
main correct. There were some inaccuracies 
attributable to faults of memory, but substan 
tially the statements about the organization of 
the company were correct. He had known 
Dr. Rogers and his family intimately 
over __ thirty years, and he 
came to congress in 
he had taken some interest in having the son, 
whom he regarded as a manof genius, 4a)- 
pointed electrician of the house. When he 
was re-elected to congress in 1882, he saw Dr. 
Rogers, and that gentleman called attention to 
the inventions which his son had made. He 
saw Senator Harris and General Johnston 
and Mr. Atkins, at Rogers house, examining 
the inistrument, and he thought 
the instruments were very superior 
Dr. Rogers had been unfortunate, and in the 
different conversations which occurred subse- 
quently,the proposition fora number of friends 
to join in developing the inventions began to 
take form. Rogers preferred-to be associated 
with old friends on whose honor and integrity 
he could rely. Some time in March it was 
agreed that there should be a meeting in New 
York. The meeting resulted finally in the 
drawing up of an agreement. He did not 
know that any definite terms were agreed 
upon, but he did know that there never was 
one word said at that time, or at any other 
time till long afterward, about the stock 
being a gift or a donation. He had no 
doubt Dr. Rogers would have given it. That 
was his way of giving things to his friends. 
Witness was then proceeding to refer to the 
letters received by him from Dr. Rogers, and 
to comment upon them, with the statement 
that there was not a letter in his possession 
which reflected in any way on Dr. Rogers, or 
anybody else, when he was interrupted by an 
objection by Mr. Ranney, who said the letters 
ought to be read. Considerable discussion 
followed upon this point, which resulted in 
Young agreeing to produce all the correspond- 
ence relating to the subject under investiga- 
tion, and the committee adjourned. 


BLACKS IN THE WHITE HOUSE. 


An Address Indorsed by Governor Lee, of 
Virginia. 


WASHINGTON, March. 19.—A delegation 
from the recent conference of the colored men 
of Virginia, visited the white house today, 
and read an address to the president thanking 
him for his expressions in regard to the future 
of the colored race, and expressing the hope 
that under democratic administration, the 
bitter controversy between the citizens ofa 
common country would be removed. The 
address is indorsed by Governor Lee, of Vir- 
ginia, in the following words: 

‘This address having been submitted to me, I 
desire to add my cordial indorsement of the senti- 
ment contained therein, and to lay stress upon the 
hope that the day may soon come when the politi- 
cal action of citizens of our Country will not be di- 
vided by race or color, but by honest conviction as 
to what is best to be done to promote the growth of 
the republic.” 

The ad@ress is also indorsed by Congressman 
Barbour. The president. in reply, said that he 
was glad to know that matters partaking of 
the nature of a problem were being adjusted 
bythe people themselves, an@ that while he 
had expressed himself thoroughly on such 
points, he was willing in every legitimate way 
to extend the encouragement.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


A Bill to Create a Government Bureau of 
Public Health. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.--Ata meeting of 
the house commerce committee today, Repre- 
sentative Davis was instructed to report fa- 
vorably the bill to establish a bureau of pub- 
lic health in the interior department, to be 
presided over by a commissioner of health, 
atan annual salary of $4,500. The bill abol- 
ishes a national board of health, transfers the 
duties of preparing reports and securing in- 
formation regarding sanitary and other mat- 
ters affecting the public health, of framing 
rules and regulations for the prevention of 
diseases and of making investigations into the 
origin and prevention of contagious and in- 
fectious diseases from the marine hospital 
service, and the national board of health, to 
the bureau thus created.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—A party composed

JAY GOULD TALKS. 


HIS VIEWS ON THE PRESENT RAIL- 
WAY STRIKES. 


He Denominates the Knights of Labor as a Lawless 
Mob, and Asserts That They are Iatimidating 
the Laborers—A Significant Letter to the 
Citizens of Dallas, Texas, Etc. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., March 19.—{Special.]— 
Jay Gould reached here last night on his 


yacht Atalanta, from a voyage to the Wind- : 


ward islands, on which he embarked with his 
family on the 9th of January last. He landed 
in the city today, and at once went to the 
Westerv Union Telegraph office, where he was 
engaged for two or three hours conducting a 
telegraphic correspondence, and when he was 
found bya reporter Mr. Gould talked very 
freely on the subject of 
_ THE GREAT RAILROAD STRIKE 

DOW 10 progress on the Texas Pacific and Gould 
system of railways. 

“I first heard of the strike,” said he, “in 
Havana last week.” 

“Public sentiment,” continued he, “is against 
this thing, and public sentiment will, I think, 
very soon make itself felt. I will show you 
that lam speaking by the card. Here,” said 
Mr. Gould, “is a dispatch I have this moment 
received,” and he exhibited a diepatch from 
New York embodying a series of resolutions 
adopted by the business men of Greenville, 
Hunt county, and Dallas, Texas, denouncing 
the strike, and assuring him of the hearty co- 
operation of the public in resisting the de- 
mands of the strikers. 

THE DRIFT OF PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 

That,” continued Mr. Gould, “shows how 
public sentiment is drifting, and if you want 
to know what I think about it, here isthe an- 
swer which I have just sent: 

CHARLESTON, March 19.—To the citizens of the 
city of Dallas and of Greenville, Hunt county, 
Texas: No words of mine can sufficiently express 
my appreciation of the kind words of encourage- 
ment and the good advice contained in your dis- 
patch. The present strike on our system was or- 
dered by the officers of a secretZorganization, b-°- 
cause @ neighboring railroad, in the control of the 
highest court in the land, had seen fit to discharge 
one of their employes,and with no other complaint 
against the management of the Missouri Pacific, 
and without apy warning or shadow of justifica- 
tion, the entire business of four states and one ter- 
ritory are completely paralyzed,and the millions of 
resident citizens are deprived of the railway facil- 
ities on which their entire prosperity depends,and 
to the enjoyment of which they have legal rights, 
paramount to any secret organization, because 
their rights are secured to them by the laws 
of the land. The Missouri Pacific employs 14,319 
men. Of these 3,717 only are concerned in the 
present strike, so that, in addition to these 3,700 
conspirators, who are by force and intimidation 
stopping our trains, are thereby depriving the re- 
maining 10,900 and their associate co-laborers of 
their daily earnings. 

Will not the public soon learn that it is they 
that pay the railway pay-rolls? The railway is the 
clearing house to receive and distribute this fund, 
which is fully 60 per cent of the entire gross earn- 
ings of a railway, and when they do they will 
probably find some method to regulate and control 
the labor engaged in railway transportation, and 
thus prevent such strikes as the present. 

JAY GOULD. 
NOT A STRIKE FOR WAGES, 

“That is the situation as I understand it,” 
continued Mr. Gould, restoring the package 
of telegrams to his pocket. “‘This is nota 
strike for wages. The question of wages has 
nothing to do with it, andas faras the Missouri 
Pacific is concerned I don’t Know that any- 
thivg is involved. The Knights of Labor in- 
sist that a discharged employe shall be rein- 
stated by the judge, who refused to obey 
them. Thestrike is extended then to the 
Missouri Pacific, and what is the consequence? 
There are 3,717 men employed by that 
company who are on a strike. This causes a 
suspension of 6,099 others, who, in consequence 
of the strike, have nothing to do, while only 
4.503 of the employes of the company are re- 
tained at work.” 

“What will be the outcome in your opinion?” 

WILL BREAK TO PIECES, 

“T think,” replied Mr. Gould, “that the or- 
ganization of the Knights of Labor will break 
to pieces. Wecan’t afford to have our busi- 
ness in the hands of men who attempt to in- 
terrupt the business of the whole country for 
a trivial cause. As soon as we can get plenty 
of men torun our trains without the aid of 
the Knights of Labor, there will be no diffi- 
culty in doing that. At present it is only a 
question of the dictation of a mob against law 
and order, That is all that is involved in this 
strike.” 


THE SOUTHERN STRIKBSRS. 


The Action of the Engineers—Business Men 
Protest. 

SEDALIA, Mo., March 19.—Labor Commis- 
sioner Kochlitzky and Governor Marmaduke 
passed through here going to Kansas City 
last night. The labor commissioner says the 
strikers are weakening all along the lines. 

The grievance committee of the locomotive 
engineers helda final meeting last evening 
and adjourned. They decided unanimously 
to stand by the company and takeno part in 
the present difficulty. The brotherhood of 
firemen are said tostand with the engineers 
and alsothe brakemen. Engineers, firemen 
and brakemen have called a joint meeting for 
today. These men are getting restless under 
enforced idleness. It is surmised that they 
will resolve to take out the trains regardless 
of threats of the strikers. The strikers report 
receiving assistance from St. Paul, Minn., 
Vincennes, Ind.,also from the merchants of 
three other cities. 

EVERY VACANCY FILLED. 

SHERMAN, March 19.—The entire list of 
places needed to be-filled on the TFrans-Con- 
tinental division of the Texas and Pacific road 
atthe present time has been supplied, and 
applicants for places of strikers were told yes- 
terday that there was no more work to be 
given out. 

ACTION OF THE BUSINESS MEN. 

The citizens committee of business men, 
who adopted the first resolution endorsing the 
attitude of the railroad toward the strikers, 
received a letter from Receiver John C. 
Brown, yesterday, thanking them for their 
prompt action. The governor says: 

‘permit me tothank the good citizens of Sher- 
man for this unmistakable manifestation of their 
adherence to law and order. We shall bear this 
act in great remembrance, for it is the first pro- 
nounced declaration by any body of citizens 
against the flagrant and outrageous violation of 
law that has been witnessed at so many places 
during the last two weeks. The moral effect will 
be excelent, and I have no doubt that the example 
set by you will be followed by other localities at 
once.’ * , 

FARMERSVILLE, Tex., March 19.—[Special. }— 
A meeting of business men, and other eitizens 
was held here yesterday, to take action on the 
present labor troubles. The resolutions ra 
adopted, stating that We believe the 
present strike not only to be a delusion but 
wrong as to principle,and foreign to America, 
and that it can only prove a detriment to the 
entire country.” The resolutions close by op- 
posing violence that would tend to cripple the 
roads in the lawful management of their af- 


fairs. 
PRENHAM, Texas, March 19.—A*number of 


business men, citizens and property owners, 
assembled in the opera house yest rday to 
take action in reference to the labor troubles 
on the Texas Pacific. Owing to the presence 
of a large number of Knights of Labor and 
strikers, the resolutions read by the chairman 
could not be adopted. The business men 
signed a series of resolutions condemning “all 
unlawful efforts made by any one to interfere 
with the rights of railroad or other corpora- 
tions.” 

Waco, Texas, March 19.—A largely attend- 
ed meeting of business men was held last 
night. The resolutions adopted denounce the 
course of the strikers in interfering with the 
traffic of railroads, and paralyzing the com- 
merce of the state. 

THE SITUATION UNCHANGED. 

Sr. Louris, March 19.—The situation in this 
city this morning shows absolutely no change. 
The suburban passenger trains have resumed 
running, and no further interference from the 
knights in this branch of railroad business is 
anticipated. No attempt has been made for 
some days past to move freight trains, and al- 
though the company’s plans are not generally 
known, it is presumed that no attempt to re- 
sume the freight traffic will be made until the 
trouble is ended. 

HOXIE TO POWDERLY. 

St. Lovis, March 19.—Vice-President Hoxie, 
of the Missouri Pacific railroad, has replied to 
Master-workman Powderly, of the Knights of 
Labor, declining to meet Powderly and the 
cominittee of knights to jarrange a settlement 
of tLe pending difficulties. Hoxie’s reply is 
very long, and treats exhaustively the whole 
subject of past and present strikes It says 
that in the present instance the strikers have 
no grievance which itis in the power of the 
Missouri Pacific to redress, the 
grievance _ being against another 
road over which the Missouri Pacific has no 
coutro!. Hence a conference could bring about 
no sesult. Mr. Hoxie saysif Powderly and 
his associates have anything to suggest that 
Will tend to correct the evils of the existing 
state of afiairs, he will be glad to meet them 
as individuals, but declines to meet them as 
the represeniatives of the organization. 

Mr. Hoxie’s communication says: 

As this company now has contracts and agree- 
ments with various labor unions and organiza- 
tious, and is not unwilling to continue to make 
such agreements as circumstances may require 
with such unions snd organizations of its employes 
as have shown a disposition to carry out in good 
faith their undertakings; and as it has had in the 
past Contracts with your organization, and its rep- 
reseutatives have heretofore had conferences 
with yourself and other members of 
your execetive Committee, it is but just 
and courteous that I should give you the reasons 
forthis company now declining to meet yourself 
and your executive committee, which it would 
have done before this strike was inaugurated. The 
usual object of such meetings between railway 
ccmipanies, through their representatives and 
con mittees of their employes, is either to discuss 
such differences as may have arisen, in order that 
an understanding may be reached of the rights 
and relations existing between them, and such 
mutual concessions made as _ will avoid 
strikes and losses resulting therefrom, or, 
on the other hand, to settle and com- 
promise such differences between parties 
after the grievances of the employes have been 
a sented and redress refused, and after resorts 
ave been had toastrike as the only remedy. In 
the present case, neither of the above reasons for 
conference exists, but the anomaly is presented of 
astrke whichis without redressable grievances, 
which was entered upon without notice tothe 
company, and which has resulted in the wanton 
destruction of this company’s property by violence 
and incendiarism, and in the almost total stoppage 
of its business hy threats, intimidation and force. 
A review of the aay of the past year is 
essential >: 2° ie understanding of 
the present condition. The differences between 
this company andits employes, resulting in the 
Strike of March, 1885, was settled by the voluntary 
intercession of the executives and officers of the 
states of Kansas and Missouri, and not with your 
organization. The agreements subsequently en- 
teied into with the committees of your order have 
been faithfully carried out by thiscompany. The 
minor grievances under these arrangemnts have, 
from time to time, been presented, considered by 
the management, and adjusted in a manner appar- 
ently satisfactory to petitioners, and for the sake 
0! ae and harmony this company has repeat- 
edly, on the demands of your organization, 
made changes in its staff by the removal 
of officials entirely satisfactory to the company but 
objectionable to some of your members. In our 
meeting with you of August last, in New York, 
your committee then stated that no crievances or 
complaints existed against the Mi i Pacific 
rai road on the part of your order through non- 
compliance with the contracts then existing, but 
that it was necessary to utilize your organization 
upon the Missouri Pacific road to force an adjust- 
ment of the difficulties then pending with another 
corporation. Similar action has been taken by 
your order in these instances within the last eight 
months: ; 

1. In threatening that the members of your 
order upon the Missouri Pacific railroad would 
strike if it continued to exchange business with 
the Wabash road, 

2. Whenthe members of your order compelled 
the strike ofa portion of the employes of this com- 
pany in carrying out your boycott against the Mal- 
lory line at Galveston. 

6. In the present instance, when the existing 
strike was forced upon thiscompany by the dis- 
charge of one Cc. A. la! by 
the receivers of the Texas and Pacific 
raijroad, in the handsofthe United States court, 
and in the management of which this company 
has no voice or control—a fact which your ordér 
fully recegnized when your committee made appli- 
cation to the receivers of that road for the rein- 
stallment of said employes. 

Instances might be cited where endeavors have 
been made to use this company for the purpose of 
boycotting individuals who had incurred the dis- 
pleasure of your order. An especially aggravated 
case of the failure of your organization to carry 
out its agreements was that of the workmen at the 
Palestine shops, where,in the last days of Febru- 
ary, they stopped work on account of an alleged 
grievance, which was thereupon adjusted in a 
manner to them satisfactory, so that they resumed 
work, with the agreement to continue work under 
the concessions made by the company, but 
within ten days thereafter they again 
left their work on the demand of 
your organization, in ordering the present strike 
and without any grievances whatever against this 
company. These continued stoppages of work of 
this company, without any cause, have become so 
frequent that believing, the future will be as un- 
settled as the past, it cannot consent to renew the 
agreement voluntarily and arbitrarily abrogated 
by your organization, and longer submit to it the 
management of our business. This company. 
through its representatives, isand has always been 
willing to meet the public, through committees or 
individuals, on matter of public concern, and if 
yourself or other intelligent citizens can suggest 
any practicable methods whereby the present sit- 
uation can be changed, and traffic permanently re- 
sumed, this company wil! be pleased to meet your- 
self or them, as citizens, but not as representatives 
of your organization, to discuss pending difficulties, 
or in any other mannecrof — interest. Incon- 
clusion, I desire emphatically to state that the re- 
sponsibility for the future continuance of the pres- 
ent unjustffiable strike will not rest with the man- 
agement of this company, but inasmuch as your 
organization has committed the errors of striking, 
first, and endeavoring to negotiate afterwards, it 
has the power to and shouldend the present trouble 
by permitting suchof our former employes and 
others who desire to work, to do so without fear of 
threats and intimidation, leaving this company 
free to resume its operations and adjust with its 
employes, as it is at all times willing to do.

POWDERLY'S REPLY. 

Kansas Crry, March 19.—The following re- 
ply was sent to Hoxie from here tonight, by 
Powderly: 

Since you will not meet with me as the grand 
master workman of the Knights of Labor, I must 
decline to meet with you_in any other capacity, 
and the responsinility for the future continuance 
of the strike must not be charged to the Knights of 
Labor, since the executive officer of that order will 
not be permitted to meet and co-operate with you 
in settling the strike. It was my intention. had 
you consented to meet with me, to endeavor to 
effect such a settlement as would prevent imposi- 
tions being practiced upon the employesof your 
company by subordinate officials, and put an end 
to strikes on your lines for the fature.

Mr. Powderly, when seen, stated that he had 
concluded his business here, and would leave 
tomorrow morning, going probably to Detroit 
or Canada. The executive boards, he said, 
discussed the situation tonight, and decided to 
take no immediate action.

GLADSTONE'S SCHEME 


TO BE PRESENTED TO PARLIAMENT 
NEXT WEEK. 


The Premier Asks the Public Not to Believe the Re- 
ports Current About His Pians—Whes He 
Will be Ready to Talk—Radical Defec- 
tions—Other Foreign News, Etc. 


LonpoN, March 19.—Mr. Gladstone, this 
afternoon, in the house of commons, said he 
hoped to be able, during the coming week, to 
name the day for presenting the statement of 
his Irish proposals. Referring to the currems 
rumors aboutthe nature of the scheme of 
Irish reform, which he proposed to submit, 
Mr. Gladstone asked the members of the house 
te exercise prudent reserve in giving credence 
toany ofthem. He added that his statement 
would probably be followed by the introduc- 
tion ofa government bill to carry his plans 
into effect. 

It is stated, on indisputable authority, that 
the radical defection is increasing, and that 
Morley, Bright, Osborne, Morgan and Broad- 
burst and other well known liberal members 
of parliament, will join Chamberlain. 


The Prince Must Not be Too Stiff, 

St. PETERSRURG, March 19.-—-The Journal 
de St. Petersburg declares that Prince Alex- 
ander must renounce his claim to a life title 
under his appointment by Turkey to the gov- 
ernorship of Eastern Roumelia, and content 
himself fora simple term of five years. The 
paper says the powers will insist on this before 
they ratify the action of Turkey. The Jour- 
nal further declares that Prince Alexander 
makes a great mistake if he thinks the Greek 
difficulty will influence Europe in his favor. 


The Socialists in Liege. 

BRUSSELLS, March 19.—The parade of the 
unemployed socialists at Liege, the iron man- 
ufacturing center of Belgiam, last evening, 
resulted in a disorderly demonstration. The 
mob took possession of many of the streets, 
shouting “Down with the capitalists,” “Down 
with the bourgeoise,”’ and attacking the shops. 
They wrecked the cafes and sacked the shops. 
The gendarmes finally, after a severe fight, 
succeeded in clearing the streets and restoring 
order. Several hundred who took part inthe 
riot were placed under arrest. 

Massing Troops in Bessarabia. 

VIENNA, March 19.—It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that Russia is massing a large number 
of troops in Bessarabia. The object is sup- 
posed to be to exercise pressure upon Prince 
Alexander, whom the Rassians suspect of con- 
spiring with England to permanently cement 
the present union between Bulgaria and East- 
ern Roumelia, by maintaining his claim to life 
title to the governorship of the latter country, 
Russia claiming that his term is limited to five 
years.

SUNK IN MIDSTREAM. 


A Train Ferry Boat, Laden With Passengers, 
Sent Down. 

New York, March 1°9.—The ferry boat 
Lackawanna, the train boat of the Hoboken 
and Barclay street line, crowded with passen- 
gers,bound for New Jersey and western points, 
was run into in midstream by the Peunsylva- 
nia railroad ferry boat Baltimore, bound from 
the Jersey City ferries to New York,also heav- 
ily loaded, late this afternoon. The Lacka- 
wanna was struck well forward in the gentle- 
man’s cabin, and was cut through the guards 
nearly to the hull of the boat. 

Is not known that anybody was killed out- 
rigbt, but six men are reported seriously in- 
jured, one having both legs cut off. The total 
number of injured must have been considera- 
ble, but many weretaken by friends to their 
homes, some in New York and others in Ho- 
boken, without waiting to make any report of 
themselves. 

Four persons are known to be seriously hurt, 
two having had both legs cut off. The Lacka- 
wanna narrowly escaped sinking. The col- 
lision was caused by the piloteof both boats 
making simultaneous efforts to run under the 
stern of the Pavonia, which was alsocrossing to 
the New Jersey side of the river.

TYO MEN KILLED. 


The Result of an Explosion on the Texas 
Pacific. 

Fort WortTH, Tex.. March 19.—An accident 
occurred on the Texas and Pacific railroad at 
Irona station, fourteen miles west of here this 
evening, which resulted in the instant death 
of Engineer W. H. Metcalf, and Fireman Dick 
Clark. The train was athrough passenger 
from E] Paso to St. Louis. The engineer, 
owing to the very bad _ condition 
of the road, as a sequence 
to the strike, was running at the rate of six- 
teen miles an hour, when the pilotof the lo- 
comotive struck something, and throwing the 
fire box out of position, caused the boiler to 
explode, Metcalf was hurled sixty feet, and 
Clark about two hundred feet back of the 
engine. Metcalf was instantly killed and 
Clark lived an hour. Several passengers 
fainted. and theanen on board the traia were 
terror stricken.

THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN RAIL- 
"ROAD AND CITY SETTLED. 


The New Contract—Points of Difference Satisfacto- 
rily Adjusted—Firemanic Flashes—A Hand- 
some Turnout—Died—A Runaway—En- 
gineer Injured—Fell in a Pit, Bte, 


Macon, March 19.8— [Special.] — The 
modified contract between the Covington and 
Macon road, and the city of Macon, has been 
agreed to, and at a called meeting of the 
council, today, it was formally signed and rat- 
fied. 

As changed the principal points are as 
follows: 

1. The Covington and Macon road are 
granted, by the mayor and city council, the 
right to run their track through the city re- 
serve, and through a portion of said park, 
and down the old Georgia railroad track, and 
cross at the old Augusta bridge; subject to a 
contract between the Georgia Railroad and 

.Bankingfcompany, and the city of Ma- 
cov, as assignee. Under this clause they run 
from Anderson's brick yard to the river. 

2. The city conveys to the railroad the 
blocks 28 and 33, for the purpose of locating 
shops, and to constructing a Y near lot 23, in 
such marner as most convenient to connect 
the main line of read with the East Tennessee 
road. Also, to lay down through the city re- 
serve, two sidetracks, commencing within 100 
feet of the beginning of the Y, and connecting 
with the shops. 

3. In consideration of the payment of $1,- 
466.664 gold bearing bonds of the first mort- 
gage, the city signs the contract with the Geor- 
gia road for the right of way from 
the brick yard tothe junction with the Cen- 
tral, beyond the river, the city not to be held 
responsible for any litigation or damage suits 
beyond the river. 

On the part of the railroad they agreed to 
locate and keep the shops in Macon, to be 
erected within two years after the Ist day of 
January, 1887, and when removed the right of 
way to revert to the city. 

2, The road agrees to pay $1,000 on th» first 
day of January, every year, the first pa» nent 
to be made at date of contract per right of way 
privileges. 

3. The road agrees to place stone culv ‘rt on 
the road to prevent stagnant water accu aula- 
ting, and the city to place all sewerage under 
track they desire without expense to the com- 
pany 

4. In case the road refuses to pay the annu- 
ity the privileges all revert to the city, ia case 
the mayor and council so desire, and they shal! 
forfeit all rights and privileges through the 
city reserve in case the shops are removed 
withont the consent of the city. 

5. In case the Georgia road should ever de- 
sire to use the old track, the Covington and 
Macon is allowed right of way in a different 
direction, through the reserve, stil) paying the 
annuity, and the limits of the new right of 
way restricted to a certain limit by contract. 
The Covington and Macon is required to build 
crossings in the city and to keep up a neat 
and durable fence on each sidethe main line 
and branches, and police regulations are toex- 
tend over al] that portion of the road lying 
Within the city limits. 

The city reserves the right of lawful taxa- 
tion on the line in the city limits. 

This is the substance of the contract as con- 
sidered by the committee and the railroaders, 
and at acalled meeting today, as above stated, 
it was signed, and the question is forever set- 
tled. 


A Protective Association. 

Macon, March 19.—[Special.|—At a meeting 
ef a number of property holders, at No.8! 
Mulberry street tonight, an association was 
formed to be knewn as the Landlords’ Mutual 
Benenefit and Protective association. A com- 
mittee composed of T. C. Hendrix, Wm. Wollf, 
and (. A. Thorpe was appointed to draft rules, 
etc., to govern the association, establish fees, 
etc. The object of the asssociation is to pro- 
tect the landlords from injury and loss and is 
a wantlong needed that will benefit every 
person who has property to rent. The real es- 
tate agents are ail interested in the movement. 
An adjourned meeting will be held Thursday, 
the 25th, at 8 o'clock p. m., to receive the re- 
port of the committce and formally begin ope- 
rations,

The taxable value of Polk county foots up

On Sunday last a difficulty occurred between 
Jerry Holt and Adam Johnson, two colored 
men, at Richland academy, in the lower por- 
tion of Houston county. Adam Johuson cut 
Jerry Holt with a knife, making a gash on his 
face, and stabbing him in the breast. Holt 
stabbed Johnson in the neck, breaking his 
knife blade in his shoulder, Johnson died, 
and Holt was taken home. 

Wm. Simpson, who killed Isham Kelley,told 
a Newborn man that Kelley attacked him 
with a knife and cut him severely in the ab- 
domen before he fired the fatal shot. Simpson 
was bloody and exhibited his wound, and 
would have surrendered but for the fact he 
had no witnesses,and was advised by friends to 
leave the county. Simpson thinks of return- 
ing and giving himself up. 

The Montgomery Connty Monitor says-that 
Mr. Ranse Phillips killed a negro at station 
No. lonthe East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, on Friday of. last week. A 
year ago he was robbed near that place, by a 
strange negro, of a $20 bill, which the fellow 
snatched out of his hand and made way with.

BremMineuam, Ala.,March 19.—“It is certain- 
ly going to be interesting, 5° look out.” 

The speaker was Mr. N. B. Stack, secretary 
of the state anti-convict league, and a promi- 
nent member of the Knights of Labor in the 
state. He is from the Warrior coal mines, and 
knows what he is saying. The question asxed 


him was this: 

“Will the Knights of Labor take any inter- 
est in the politics of the state this year?” 

His reply came like a shoulder hit, and was 
with eu:spbasis. He smiled all over when the 
question was propounded, His keen, piercing 
eve glittered, and he waited to see how his 
answer was received. 

LABOR IN ALABAMA POLITICS. 

it is a ¢agerous thing. In the state there are 
enough working men and others under their 
influence to wield a potent influence at the 
ballot bex. There are ten thousand Knights 
of Labor scattered over the state, well or- 
ganized and equipped for the fray. This de- 
termination of the working element to enter 
state politics is an initial effort, and bids fair 
to be like a young whirlwind. The political 
Jeaders have already begun to flirt with it. 

“What particular issues will be raised’”’ he 
was asked.

“They will not, there are matters and inter- 
ests that are so gclear to their 
welfare that they will do 
right, a1. d support the man who is the most 
identified with the interests of the working 
man. They want wore harmony between cap- 
ital and labor.”’ 

“Willthe quesion of anti-convict labor be 
Sprupg?”’ 

“It will and it promises to ke an important 
point. The anti-convict league will push the 
question, and they will find strong sympa 
thizers in the Knights of Labor.”’ 

PROHIBITION IN THE FIELD. 

General George L. Thomas, a prominent 
Jumber dealer and member of the board of 
education, of this county, who is the husband 
of the president of the local union of the 
Women's Christian Temperance union of the 
State, said: “Assure as you live to see it, 
prohibition is going to sweep Alabama before 
five years.

A BILL is to be reported to the house of 
representatives, recommending the creation 
of a bureau of public health, to be connected 
with the interior department. To this 
bureau will be transferred all the powers 
hitherto held by the national board of 
health. 


Avevsta is rapidly getting her electric 
alarm system in operation. The property 
owners afe greatly exercised over the high 
tariffof the fire insurance companies, and 
threaten, if reductions are not made, to or- 
ganize a loca) protective association, through 
which Augusta can carry her own insur- 
ance. 


SPEAKER CARLISLE, having business 
whichcalls him to New York city fora 
couple of days, has left the gavel in care of 
Mr. Crisp, of Georgia.

THE New York aldermen are in great 
trepidation. Alderman Jaehne, who is now 
in jail for accepting a bribe for his vote on 
the surface railway bill, has, it is stated, 
confessed the whole story, and given the 
names of his guilty comrades. The fear that 
he has done so has caused many of the alder- 
men to become very reticent in their move- 
ments. 


JAY GOULD, who has just landed in 
Charleston from a trip to the Windward 
islands, was interviewed yesterday by a 
CONSTITUTION correspondent on the great 
strikes in the southwest. He expressed the 
opinion that public sentiment was opposed 
to the strikes, and would in time find out 
that it was their own interests which were 
being hurt. 


Tu» Blair bill has fallen upon hard places 


in the house of representatives. The com- 
mittee to which it was referred is hostile to 
its passage, and has pigeon-holed the bill 
until the 3d of April, with the chance of 
still further postponing it, until the session 
will be so far advanced that legislative 
action cannot be taken. Mr. Willis proposes 
to introduce a similar bill, with the view of 
having it referred to a committee known to 
favor the Blair scheme, and thus bringing up 
a test vote.

It is the habit of some of the mugwump

There are democrats who do not relish some 
of the acts of the president—some who do 
not admire his methods—but they have no 
more intention of breaking up the demo- 
cratic party on this account than they have 
of indorsing Blaineism. There are a great 
many democrats—a majority of them, in 
fact—who do not believe in the sham civil 
Service reform which has been carried on 
under republican auspices, but the president 
is responsible neither for the law nor for the 
details of its execution. It is the law, and 
it is his duty to see that it is carried out. 
The fact that he has made the commission a 
democratic body shows that he is not alto- 
gether pleased with some of the results of 
the law as it was administered by a republi- 
can board. 

We have beard a good deal, too, in regard 
to the differences between the president and 
Senator Eustis. The senator was credited 
at one time with making some very severe 
animadversions on the policy of the presi- 
dent, but he has evidently thought better of 
the matter, for we find him recently in con- 
ference with Mr. Cleveland. An outline of 
that conference has been published by au- 
thority of the president, and there can be 
no doubt that Senator Eustis, in the friend- 
liest manner possible, gave him some excel- 
lent advice. From first to last, every word 
utiered in the conference showed that the 
interest of both men were centered in the 
success of the democratic party, which means

To reinstate the spoils system would 
be merely to please the thugwumpians, and 
the administration can afford to disregard 
the demands of both the mugwumpians and 
the thugwumpians. Genuine civil service 
reform is that whieh recognizes the fact that 
honest, efficient democrats are entitled to 
the offices under a democratic administra- 
tion. To this complexion it must come at 
last, and the sooner the better for the coun- 
try and for the administration. 


The Educational! Bill. 

It is plain that the Plair bill would be 
passed by a large majority if a vote could be 
reached upon it, but it is equally plain that 
the house committee on education does not 
intend to report it until a report would be 
valueless—until the house calendar is well 
filled with bills. If possible, the bill is to 
be smothered in the committee room. AS a 
preliminary movement, the committee has 
resolved to postpone consideration of the 
measure until ad -y in April, and when that 
day arrives an ef.rt will be made in the 
committee to postpone a report indefinitely. 
The friends of the bill are not, however, 
idle, and they have introduced a resolution 
calling upon the committee on education to 
report the bill in some shape at an early 
day. The resolution has not come up in 
the house, but it will soon be reached. 

The composition of the committee is well 
known, so far as the Blair bill is concerned. 
Messrs. Candler of this state, Welles of Ken- 
tucky, Whiting of Massachusetts, Campbell 
of Pennsylvania, and-O’Donnell of Michi- 
gan, are in favor of the Blair bill. Mr. Mil- 
ler, of Texas, considers it the duty of the 
state to educate its own people, and Messrs. 
Mayburry, of Michigan, and burns, of Mis- 
souri, are said to entertain similar views. 
Mr. Mahoney, of New York, thinks the 
Catholics should receive separate recogaition 
if there is to be an appropriation. Very few, 
if any, Catholics, support the Blair bill, or 
any other liberal appropriation in aid of pop- 
ular education. Mr. Strait, of Minnesota, 
thinks the states are able to maintain their 
own educational establishments, and Mr. 
Taylor, of Ohio, is inclined to take a similar 
view of the subject. Mr. Aiken, of South 
Carolina, chairman 6f the committee, is ill at 
home, and probably will not be able to par- 
ticipate in the consideration of the bill. In 
short, the committee is against the bill. 

The truth is, the bill is involved in the 
effort to reduce the tariff; and a considera- 
ble number who are not against it upon its 
merits, are opposing the appropriation he- 
cause, in connection with the demands for a 
new navy, it would be used to urge the in- 
expediency of a reduction of the tariff. Its 
fate is, therefore, no longer bright; but if the 
education committee can be induced to re- 
port the bill, it will go through, regardless 
of the tariff measure or the nature of the re- 
port of the committee on education. At 
present the entanglement of interests ren- 
ders its chances somewhat doubtful.

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The Irish Problem in Parliament. 

Mr. Gladstone is about to propose a plan 
for the settlement of the Irish uestion, and 
the English-speaking world awaits with in- 
terest, if not anxiety, an announcement of 
the plan, which will doubtless be made next 
week. Ifthe plan could be confined to Ire- 
Jand, there would not be so much anxiety 
over it, at least in England; but all concede 
that any reform in relation to local matters or 
land tennre in Ireland must be followed by 
similar reforms in England, Scotland and 
Wales. The Gladstone programme is, there- 
fore, the inauguration of a reform that will 
change the nature of British institutions. 
Class rule is endangered by every step that 
the mass of the people take. Politics in 
England are no longer conducted wholly in 
the interests of the aristocracy, and the 
chances are that we are about to witness the 
opening of an era in which the laboring peo- 
ple of Great Britain will have a fairer, if 
not a fair, chance, in the struggle of exist- 
ence. 

Until Mr. Gladstone’s programme is un- 
folded, the current*speculations may as well 
be discarded; for they are clearly untrust- 
worthy. They are mere guesses at the 
truth. Whether home rule will be joined 
with a land expropriation scheme, cannot be 
ascertained. Whether the land scheme 
looks to the extinction of landlordism alto- 
gether in Ireland, is equally uncertain. 
The most that is known is this: Mr. Glad- 
stone has promised to present his plan for 
the pacification of Ireland next week, and 
upon the reception of this scheme will de- 
pend the life of the present house of com- 
mons. If the government is defeated, it is 
plain that the premier will appeal to the 
people, and then the Irish question will be 
passed upon in all its Jength and breadth. 
It is something to know that Mr. Parnell 
has succeeded in bringing the people of 
England face to face with the troubles and 


nothing to lose and much to gain.

A Constituvio’ man met. Captain Trevel- 
lick at the Kimball house yesterday m rning. 
He was found to be a fine looking, soldieriy 
built man apparently about fifty-five. ap- 
tain Trevellick expressed himself as delighted 
with the appearance, of Atlanta, and 
caid it had the push and energy 
of a northwestern city. He had seen no place 
in the south likeit. In the course of his con- 
versation on the labor troubles over the coun- 
try, he expressed his approval of arbitration 
2s the best mode of settling these differences. 
The action of the strikers and railroad receiv- 
ers in Texas, in selecting a United States judge 
for arbitrator, was highly judicious. Ona re- 
cent occasion in Providence, Captain Trevel- 
lick told the parties concerned that he would 
leave the matter to a man whom he had never 
seen, and whose name he did not know. 

“Well, you are certainly unbiased,” said both 
parties. “Who is the man you would suggest?’ 

“Your United States district judge here, 
whoever he may be.” 

This was agreed to, and in ten minutes an 
adjustment was reached. 

Drifting away from labor. matiers, the re- 
porter said: 

“Captain, you are an Englishman?” 

“Well, it is very difficult tosay. My father 
wasa New Yorker. I was born on the island 
ef St. Mary’s,in the British channel, while 
my father was at sea. The house in which I 
was born has belonged to my ancestors for 
eight hundred years. It was built thirty years 
before the reign of King John, and is one of 
the oldest houses in existence. A portion of 
my life was passed at sea, and I was fora long 
time chief ofticer of an East Indian vessel.”’ 

Captain Trevellick is an exceedingly inter- 
esting man to talk to. 

HIS SPEECH LAST NIGHT. 

The basement of the court house was packed 
to its utmost capacity with an audience as- 
sembled to hear an address from R, F. Trevel- 
lick, of Michigan, who is makiug a tour of the 
southern states in the interest of the Knights 
of Labor. 

The meeting was called to order at S$ o'clock 
by Mr. G. K. Woodward, chairman. On the 
stage were Mr. Trevellick, Samson 38. Booth, 
M. E. Stone, William Wallace, Andy White, 
W. A. Harbin, Robert Miller and W, G. New- 
man. 

Mr. Woodward, upon callingthe meeting to 
order, congratulated the working men of At- 
jlanta upon their being present in such large 
numbers, as it indicated the great interest 
that was felt in the labor movement. He 
then intreduced Mr. Trevellick, the orator of 
the occasion, who opened his remarks witha 

DEFENSE OF THE KNIGHTS 
of Labor against charges that had been made 
against the organization by some of the 
leading capitalists of the country. 

He had heard it stated that some of the 
Knights of Labors were drunkards. This, 
however, did not carry with it any fact to 
show that all the Knights were drunkards. 
He had heard of preachers, congressmen, 
senators and lawyers being drunk, but there 
was nothing to show that all of any of the 
classes named were drinkers to excess. He 
had also heard of preachers kissing other 
mens’ wives. There was nothing unnatural in 
that. Hie might do the same thing if he got 
the chance, but he would not tell it. 

Among the twelve apostles there was one 
Judas, and it would not surprise him if there 
was more than one in the average lodge of 
Kuights of Laber. The only way to accom- 
plish anything was by united action. The 
politicians were to blame for the present con- 
dition of the workingmen. The laboring ele- 
ment had been told by them that they were 
well paid and well cared for. 

; THEY SIMPLY LIED 
in saying this, and he desired that the news- 
papers should note this statement. [Applause]. 

He wanted to see the day come when every 
mechanic would wear an insignia of oflice, 
showing that he belonged to the Knights of 
Labor. Then there would be no scabs or rat; 
among them, and in his opinion the day was 
rapidly \approaching when there would be 
none. 

In the early history “of Rome an edict was 
sent forth that it was illegal for the people to 
meet together and discuss public questions. 
The courts decided that it would be conspira- 
cy, and it was conspiracy in one way. The 
people were being oppressed by the powers 
and they wanted to hold meetings to discuss 
what they could do to better their condition. 
This edict blocked progress in civilization. Ed- 
ucation was suspended and knowledge failed 
to grow. Thisstateofaflairs continued until 
labor organizations 

REMEDIED THE EVIL. 

The rich men teli the working men to go 
to work, that they will look after the politics 
and the welfare of the laboring classes. 

Now we have been listening tothem and 
doing asthey teil us fora long time, and 
having done so we now propose that the work- 
ing men shall] also run the machinery of the 
government. Congressmen get up in the 
halls at’ Washington and tell the Phare to 
stick to his plow, the mechanic 
to the workshop, and that they 
will run the wheels of the government. We 
do net want to break any laws, but we are 
able, and we will elect men to congress who 
will legislate in the interest of the laboring 
classes, and make laws to suit our side of the 
question. {Cheers} The Knights would not 
use a sword in the fight. They would rely on 
the ballot to give them the control of the govy- 
ernment. The Knights look out upon the 
world—not our world, but the world of the 
people—and find that its inhabitants consist of 
two classes. 

AUTOCRAT AND DEMOCRAT. 

Not the democrat in a political sense; I do 
not mean that, as I hold that there is neither 
a democratic or republican party in the wniou. 

I say, as a Knight of Labor, to those present 
who are not Knights, don’t get frightened this 
early in the fight, for you will get frightened 
worse before we get through with you. When 
we get control of the state and the national gov- 
ernment,we will say that no child under fifteen 
years of age shall be put to work in a factory or 
any other enterprise, and not then unless he 
or she has had a good primary education.

MAN-HUNTIN VIRGINIA.

A Burglar and Murderer Down and 
Captured. 

R1ICHMOND, Va., March 19.—The man who 
bas been hunted through Chesterfield county, 
across the river from Richmond, for three 
days, as the burglar who, last Wednesday 
morning, entered the grocery store of Herman 
Schmidt, and attempted to blow open the safe, 
and who the same morning shot Police Ser- 
geant Brooks at the depot and escaped, was 
captured this evening. About fifteen Rich- 
mond police, the Chesterfield county consta- 
bulary, and a number of volunteers, joined in 
the hunt, and on Wednesday evening two 
Richmond officers came up with him at Coal- 
ficld station and fired at him with shotguns, 
but he again escaped to the woods, From 
the prisoner’s statement that in his 
effort to getsouth through Chesterfield county, 
and at the same time elude his pursuers, he 
lost his way in the woods and gave up hope in 
that direction, and turned back to try and get 
north. He crossed the river to Richmond this 
evening on Belle Is!e bridge, but as soon as he 


| landed he was discovered and pursued by the 


workmen in the Tredegar works, and jumped 
into a boat and attempted to recr ss the river. 
The pursuers followed and captured him in 
mid-river, the fugitive making no resistance, 
although armed with arevolver. Theprisoner 
gives the name of Charles Shaw and says he 
lives at 245 Pearl street, New York. He is a 
shoemaker by trade, and says he has 
been a crook for about a year, 
He acknowledges the shooting of the offiser at 
the depot, but denies the burglary and safe 
blowing. The excitement when the prisoner 
was brought to the city was intense, and it re- 
quired a detail of police to escort him through 
the crowds in the streets to the police station. 
An examination showed that he had received 
a numberof bird shot in his legs. Notwith- 
standing his denial of the burglary, the evi- 
dence against him is very positive.

CORRUPT WARD POLITICS. 


The Guilty Alderman Telling Stories on His 
Confederates, 

New YorK, Mard 19.—The arrest of Alder- 
man Jaehne, on an indictment charging him 
With bribery in the matter of the charter of 
the Broadway surface road, has had an effect 
on politicians fairly comparable to an earth- 
quake, Inspector Byrnes claims to have 
worked himself so far into Jaehne’s confidence 
that he acknowledged having received twenty 
thousand dollars for his vote on that measure, 
and told who besides himselt was bribed,and who 
paid thismoney tothem. Jaehne is pérfectly 
composed,and says Byrnes’s story of his confes- 
sion isa pure fabrication. Byrnes says that 
among other things Jaehne described how 
one of the bribed aldermen had employed a 
lawyer and skilled accountant, to so fix his 
books as to account for the large accessions to 
his bank account about the time when this 
bribe money was being distributed. It was 
currently reported that Alderman Fulgratf 
wouid be arrested today, but if he had been it 
has not been known. More indictments were 
looked for today, but although about twenty 
indictments were handed in by the grand jury. 
they did not embrace any against the alder- 
men. Alderman Pearson, one of those under 
a cloud, was called today as 
a witness before the senate committee 
of investigation, but failed to respond, and 
this added a fresh impetus to the report that 
some of Jaehne’s partners in bribe-taking have 
absconded. Rumor is busy with the names of 
all who were in the board when the Broadway 
franchise was passed. Inspecter Byrnes was 
interviewed today upon this subject. He re- 
fused to say who had, according to his informa- 
tion, been guilty of bribe-taking, but said he 
could absolutely exonerate two members— 
Aldermen Grant and O’Connor, one 2 demo:rat 
and the other a republican.

THE DARK SIDE OF LIFE. 


STORIES TOLD BY PATROLMEN AT 
MIDNIGHT ROLL CALL. 


A Wholesale Arrest of Thieves Who Have Been 
Stealing From the Railroad—A Private Detec- 
tive Gets in Trouble—The Sweat Broth- 
ers Case-— For Cruelty to Animals.

The chief 
advised him to swear out a warrant chargiug 
Fleishman‘with cheating and swindling. Buar- 
nett did so, and yesterday Flesihman was ar- 
rested and taken before Judge Tauner, by 
whom he was required to give bond. After 
Flecshman gave bond he swore out a warraut 
against Burnett, charging him with larceny, 
and Burnett was arrested but subsequentiy 
released on a fifty dollar bond. 

FOR STEALING FROM A RAILROAD. 

For several months past a systematic rub- 
bery of cars, boxes and packages has been going 
on inthe Richmond and Danville yard and 
depots in this city. 

Yesterday, a half-dozen persons charged 
with the robbery,were arrested. 

For a long time past the officials of the rowl 
have been paying for freight which had been 
stolen, and several weeks ago placed the mat- 
ter in the hands of Detective Fellers.

HANGED IN OZARK. 


William J. Ward Executed for the Murder 
Jacob J. Parmer. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 19.—{Special.]— 
Wm. J. Ward was hanged at Ozark, Dale 
county, between the hours of 12 and 1 o'clock 
today, for the murder of Jacob J. Parmer. 
Ward was taken from jail at Clayton, where 
he had been placed for safe keeping, yesterday, 
and carried to Ozark, where he was executed 
today. The execution was private, being wit- 


nessed only by the officers, ministers and re- 
porters. 


coord THE CRIME. 

_ William J. Ward murdered Jacob J. Palmer 
in Dale county, Ala., September 30th, 1833. It 
was 4 bright September afternoon, aud Palmer 
parsed through the quiet little village of Echo 
on horseback, going in the direction of his 
bome down the road toward Newton. He went 
home tbat night with wounds that would not 
heal—home to linger but a little while amid 
the prayers and tears of the loved ones, and 
then to die, 

Very soon after Palmer rode through Echo 
going home, Ward wasseen to ride rapidly 
away in the same direction, and soon after 
returned rapidly. He was riding a red mule, 
strangely in keeping with the bloody deed he 
committed. Later in the evening Palmer was 
found by his friends lying by the roadside 
four miles from Echo. He had received two 
pistol shot wounds and :the life blood was 
ebbing fast away. Kind hands carried him 
home. 

When the sun had risen, there he was dead 
aud that litth heme was sabled iu grief 
Palmer died about 2 o’clock on the morning 
of the first day of October. He remained con- 
scious to the last, and in the presence of wit- 
nesses iiade a death bed declaration. The 
witnesses were, Charles Brannon, Willi am 
Woodham, R. H. Bright, Seaborn Brannon, 
John J. Rivenback, and J. J. Binnefield. 
The dying man said that while he was riding 
along «quietly toward his home, Ward 
rode upto him (Palmer) and asked hii his 
vame. Valmer told him, and then, without 
another werd, Ward drew a revolver and shot 
him twice, first in the back and then in the 
shoulder. Deceased said he knew Ward very 
well. Dr. H. J. Simpson, the attending physi- 
cian, said he reached Palmer on the morning 
of October Ist,and found him dead. He made 
an eXamination of the wounds and found that 
the dead man had been shot twice. ne shot 
entered the left side near the _ spine 
and came tothe surface two inches below the 
left nipple. The other shot entered the right 
shoulder rather behind and came near the 
surface in frontnear the axilla, One bullet 
passed near the heart, and the other penetra- 
ted the right lung. The physician thought 
that either wound would have produced 
death. The weapon that did the murderous 
work was a thirty-two caliber revolver, 

THE TRIAL, 

The case has been rather a remarkable one 

nthe criminal jurisprudence of Alabama. 
Dale county is in a quiet corner of the state. 
[ts annals are uneventful,comparatively speak- 
ing, and its people are peaceful. That is the 
rule. Very naturally the Palmer murder was 
followed by a wave of excitement. The kill- 
ing, in cold blood, of one white man by another 
was itartling, and for a time the feeling 
of indignation against Ward ran_ high 
among the people. He was arrested 
and had a preliminary trial, which 
resulted in his commitment to prison without 
bail. He then applied to acourt of chancery, 
by writ of habeas corpus, for bail, which was 
again withheld. He was defended by Colonel 
Oatcs, now a member of congress from Aia- 
bama. An appeal for bail was made to the 
supreme court, but the judge affirmed the 
ruling of the chancery court. The prisoner 
was then tried for his crime in the circuit 
court of Dale county. Thejury in the case 
returned a verdict of guilty cf mur- 
der in the first degree, and 
fixed the penalty of death by hanging. Again 
the case was appealed to the supreme court, 
and again the decision of the lower court was 
sustained and the sentence was passed. Peti- 
tion after petition was presented to (;overnor 
(Neal, praying him te commute the death 
sentence to imprisonmeat in the penitentiary 
for life. The main reasons urged by the 
petitions praying for a commutation were 
that homicides are very rare in Dale county; 
that the killing of Palmer caused great excite- 
meutand feeling of indignation among the 
people at the time, and that the jury who 
made out the verdict were actuated by this 
same feeling rather than by the true status of 
the case. 

It is said that Palmer had purchased some 
land that Ward expected or wished to pur- 
chase, and hence the hard feeling that existed 
between them. Further than that, no cause 
for the fatal difficulty is known. The hahging 
of awhite man in Alabama, and in Dale county, 
at that, is a remarkable event in the country’s 
history. Ward was the first white man 
hanged in the state since the late war. 

The governor firmly refused to make the 
commutation, and in reply said: “I regret 
that the reasons urged do not raise a doubt of 
my duty in the premises. If their was a sin- 
gic doubt I wonld be quick to give the benefit 
of itto thedoomed man, I am constrained to 
let the death sentence be executed.” 

On Friday of last week, just one week be- 
fore the day of execution, Mrs, Ward, wife of 
the doomed murderer, visited Montgomery, 
sought Governor O’Neal and besieged him 
with a prayer to commute the death sentence 
or grant arespite, but her pity-pleading was 
of no avail. The governor knewof no miti- 
gating circumstance, and again refused to 
change the sentence, which was promptly ex- 
ecuted today, 

Ward was born of respectable parents in 
Dale county in 1835, and was at his death fifty 
yearsold, Hehadacommon education, was 
aman of more than ordinary intelligence, 
pleasant address and gentlemanly mien. He 
was five feet six inches tall, carried himself 
wel], had blue eyes and was rather handsome. 
He leaves his third wife and several children, 
having lost two wives by death. 

And today William J. Ward, in the very 
neontime of life—in the full flush of a vigor- 
ous manhood—passed from the footlights of 
time and went to eternity via the gallows. 
That was the way he chose. He simply paid 
‘the penalty of his crime—life for life—and one 
more victim to wicked passion has fallen in 
the way of the thousands who have gone be- 
fore to keep Death busy with his ghastly car- 
nage, 


WITH A PRAYER ON HIS LIPS 


A Brutal Scoundrel is Ushered Into Eter- 
nity. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 19.—[{Special. ] 
The lynching of John Gillespie, who had mur- 
dered Mrs. Gray, was the work of determined 
men. The criminal was taken from Sweet- 
water to Loudon by a party of fifty men, 
where.a crowd of nearly one hundred citizens 
met them. The negro was taken to the court- 
house yard. a rope was placed around his neck 
and preparations made to swing him up to the 
limb ofa big oak tree. ‘Squire Sams, the 
father of the murdered woman, was preseut 
and requested that the negro be taken into 
the courthouse and be allowed to make a 
statement in regard to his crime. This was 
assented to and the crowd went into the 
courthouse. The negro was asked if he had 
anything to say. He stood up and made a full 
confession of the crime. He said he killed 
Mrs Gray because she had charged him with 
criminal relations with seme in the 
neighborhood, and had been telling it to the 
neighbors, He said he went to Mrs. Gray and 
asked her if she had charged him with such a 
crime.

DR. ARMSTRONG TO WAIT YET A 
LITTLE WHILE. . 


A Meeting of the Members of St. Philip’s Church 
Last Night-—A Letter From Dr. Armstrong in 
Which He States His Position—A Deci- 
sion Reached—Not to Preach Yet. 


A called meeting in Tallulah Hall was held 
last night, consisting of a large number of the 
influential male members ot St. Philip’s church 
and congregation who desired Dr. Armstrong 
to disregard the echlesiasticulfsuspension, and 
to preach to and for them outside of episcopate 
authority. It was desired by these gentle- 
men, and by a large number of people 
in the community, that Dr. Arm- 
strong would consent * to preach 
regularly in the opera house, and it was hoped 
to hold the first service there tomorrow. 

Dr. Armstrong having been invited to the 
meeting, and advised of the feeling, expressed 
his views freely and frankly, and concladed by 
reading the following letter to St. Philip’s 
church, which he said he proposed to publish 
in the city papers: 

To the people of St. Philip’s Church:—My dear, 
brethren in the Lord:—You are well aware that in| 
my ecclesiastic life I have arrived at a very critical 
period, when it isno easy matter forme to decide 
what is wisest and best for me to do. Although 
our relation as rector andjparishioners has been 
broken our bonds of mutual affection have not 
been broken. I certainly can make this affirma- 
tion on my own side of the matter. I loved you 
before the storms that have terminated in our separ- 
ration burst upon me; my love for you deepened 
and intensified as I saw and felt your unfaltering 
devotion to me during the storms; and my remem- 
brance of that devotion will continue,sustained by 
a warm gratitude, as long as my memory shall re- 
tain its power, and my heart shall throb. There is, 
as far as ] can see, butone of two courses for me 
to pursue; either to remain quiet and inactive 
under the sentence that has been 
pronounced upon me, or to continue 
to exercise my ministerial functions, at 
leastin preaching. As the latter has been my 
sole work for a quarter of a century, and as I can 
truly say that it has been with me a real passion, 
growing, too, With my growth, and’ strengthening 
with my strength, I need not saythat the contem 
plation of abandoning it even for a time is far from 
being welcome tonfy mind. Such an abandon- 
ment would involve a’sacrifice commensurate not 
only with my devotion to the work, but 
also with ‘my sense of duty to God 
and man. While I . love to preach 
the Gospel and tointerpret to men and women its 
broad, far reaching, and universally adaptive 
principles; at the same time,[ believe that whatever 
gifts God bas given me,I could exercise in no othe 
way, 8o efficaciously for His glory and men’s eleva 
tion and expansion, ‘Take this work from me,and 
I should cry out: “Ye have taken away my gods, 
and what bave I more’”’ 

’ And yet, there are considerations that bend me 
greatly toward the other course. There 
would be the appearance, and to some who 
know me less and are less loving to me than you 
would represent it as the actuality of insubordi- 
nation and of disregard of law and order. should I 
continue to preach; while I shudder to think that 
it might be at least the occasion of divisions in St. 
Philip s, of alienations among personal and eccles- 
iastie friends, and of impairing the usefulness of 
a parish that for unitededness, harmony, and 
good works has been as a city set 
on A hill, These considerations 
have weighed heavily on my mind and heart, and 
under them I] have decided to make the sacrifice, 
at least for the present, of the pleasures and hopes 
that a continuance in a work that I love as my 
life would bring tome. The sentence that is upon 
me, against whichas illegal and unjust I have 
protested, may not be upon me for the specified 
period of five years. In the good providende of God 
some means may be provided for its remission, 
or for such modification of it as may render it pos- 
sible for me to bearit. Trusting that such means 
may be discovered and effective, I shall endeavor 
to ‘‘possess my soul in patience’ and to “tarry the 

Lord’s leisure.”’ Thus far the good Lord has en- 
abled me to bear whatin my deepest soul I have 

felt to be wrongs, without either denunciation of or 

murmuring against those who inflicted them, and 
the same gracious help will be 
riven me in the future. Meantime 

shall continue to worship in St. Philip’s church, 
among those who love and are loved by me; while 
within the limits towhich I am ecclesiastically 
subjected, I shall do ail in my power to promote 
your best interests. 

Praying that you may soon be blessed with a 
rector after God’s own heart, and that Christ's 
on age to His disciples may be largely shared by 
you all, I am, ever lovingly yours, 

J. G. ARMSTRONG, 

The discussion was participated in by Cap- 
tain Gay, General Lewis, Major Ketner, Dr. 
Olmstead, Captain Wily, Mr. King, Governor 
snllock and others, the final conclusion being 
a general acquiescence in the recommendation 
of Dr. Armstrong. 

It is understood that Dr. Armstrong will ex- 
haust every remedy within the range ecclesi- 
astical law before giving up. The state con- 
vention of the Episcopal church meets in 
Savannah in May next, and the general con- 
vention of the church in the United States 
meets in October. 

It is said that the Rev. Chauncey Williams, 
of Augusta, will officiate at St. Philip’s on 
Sunday.

A WOMAN WHIPPED. 


A Man Tells Some More Stories About the 
County Poor House Troubles, 

In one room of asmallshanty on Lovejoy 
street, isa man named C. S. Bailey, with his 
wife and twochildren, one aged seven and 
the other aged three. The family lefi the poor 
house a few days ago because they were not 
satisfied with the treatment they received. 

Mr. Bailey said vehemently to a CoNSTITU- 
TION man yesterday: 

‘I would rather starve upon the streets of 
Atlanta than to go to the poorhouse under the 
administration of Dr. Hope!’’ 

Mr. Bailey makes a number of charges 
against the management, but especially attacks 
the fare at the institution. He says the meal 
is not even sifted and that the cooking is not 
fit for a dog. 

Of the fare Mr, Bailey said: 

“Sometimes we would get enough and some 
time we would not. We got only two meals 
aday. I never saw any cold lunches for sup- 
per. For breakfast we would have coffee, 
grits, gravy, salty meat and syrup. For din- 
ner we would have boiled beans, peas, corn 
bread and meat. Even the patients ‘in the 
hospital had to live on that fare. The beds 
and the rooms are good and there isno ground 
for complaint on that score. There is ground 
for complaint, however, against Dr. Hope for 
his carelessness and delays in pyoviding medi- 
cine and necessaries for the inmates.” 

The most sensational thing that Mr, Bailey 
told was the following: 

“I saw Dr. Hope tie a white woman and 
whip her. The woman’s name is Jane 
Woods, She is ofunsound mind and I under- 
stand efforts have been made to get her in the 
asylum. About once a month she gets foolish. 
Oue day this woman got mad and beat another 
woman in the face. The doctor had Jane 

ied and started with her to the cook room, 
but she begged and promised to behave and 
was let off. few days after that 
she had a difficulty with a woman 
named Greenway and as she ran out 
of her room threw a stick of wood at Dr. Hope. 
He had the woman tied in one of the rooms, 
and whipped her with a switch about the size 
of your little finger. While he was whipping 
her, the woman begged and was let off with 
balf a dozen or a dozen lashes.” 

Another queer story is that Dr. Hope had a 
white man buried not long azo without so 
much as having the man’s face and hands 
washed. 

Mr. Bailey was once a merchanton Marietta 
street, but lost his health, and from bad to 
worse finally Janded in the poor house last 
fall. He pays 50 cents per week rent where he 
now is and expects to get work as a watchman 
or scme other light job. His wife isselling off 
odds and ends of the little furniture they pos- 
sess, They left the poor house about a week 


go.

MK. MADDOX IS MAD. 


An Atiantian Takes a Squad of Hands to 
Birmingham and Comes Back. 

Several days ago the Georgia Pacific rail- 
road company flooded the city with small 
dodgers offering five hundred men one dollar 
per day to work on the new road,n Alabama. 

That dodger is liable to be filed with papers 
in a law suit. 

The dodgers informed the public that T. J. 
Howell, or 8. W. Webb, at No. 17 Kimball 
house, would record the names of all who 
wanted to go, and would furnish them trans- 
portation. On Tuesday last Mr. VW. J. Mad- 
daox, of this city, made up 

A SQUAD OF THIRTY MEN, 

and calling on Mr. Howell stated that he could 
furnish him thirty hands. That afternoon, Mr. 
Maddox left Atlanta for Birmingham with the 
men, but yesterday he came back, bringing 
with him eighteen of the men. Mr. Maddox 
did not come back ina good humor, either, 
and now threatens tosue Mr. Howell or the 
Georgia Pacific railroad for breach of contract. 
Last night Mr. Maddox called at THE CoNSTI- 
TUTION oflice, and said: 

“Their scheme to get hands is a great one, 
and then when they get them they don’t keep 
a single promise.” 

“Yes?” 

“No, they don’t. Now ten days or so ago I 
saw that dodger asking for hands. Well, I 
went to see Mr, Howell and he promised me 
that 

ME WOULD GIVE ME 
a foreman’s place at two dollars a day over the 
synad if l’d getup twenty men. I took a week's 
hard work and got up thirty men and reported 
it. Tuesday last Mr. Howell gave me trans- 
portation to Birmingham for the crowd. Be- 
fore leaving he told me that the work was 
about ten miles from Birmingham and that 
transportation to the works would be 
furnished the men when we reached Birming- 
ham. Well, we got to Birmingham that night 
and the mien were put in a warehouse. The 
next morning we learned that the works were 
twenty miles off, and that we were expected 
to walk it. I hada letter to Montgomery, to 
Wright & Co., the contractors, asking them 
TO MAKE ME FOREMAN 

over the hands as they would not work with 
any oneelse. This he refusedto do. Then 
when the men demanded transportation he 
brought out two wagons, and after loading 
them with wheelbarrows and tools, told the 
men to get on, but there was not room enough 
for one man on either wagon,” 

“And what did you do?” 

“T came back and brought eighteen men 
with me. When we went down there we were 
told that the men would be paid every two 
weeks, but when we reached Birmingham we 
found that they were paid once a month and 
that the contractors always kept the men 
twenty days behind. Then, again, we were 
told that the men would be furnished good 
eabins near the work and that 

RATIONS COULD BE HAD CHEAP. 

“Well, there were no cabins and the com- 
mis aries at the works) charged one dollar 
and twenty-five cents for seventy-five cents 
sacks of flour and fifteen cents for a pound of 
meat and adollar for black molasses. Wel). 
this wasn’t a square deal and we came back.”’ 

“‘And what are you going to do about it?’ 

“Well, I bave lost ten day’s work and hav: 
been greatly inconvenienced besides being 
promised something I did not get. I guess I 
ought to have pay for my time and something 
else, and the only question is who will pay 
nag 

WHAT THE IRON AGE SAYS, 

The negroes seemto have a rough time on 
the road, asisshown by the following from 
the Daily Iron Age, of Birmingham, of yester- 
day: 

Tuesday night seventy-five negroes landed l 
the city from Atlanta to work on the Georgia Pa- 
cific railroad extension works. The negroes were 
from South Carolina and Georgia, and had beeu 
sent here by contractors to work on the forty-two 
mile gap. Their destiny was Coalburg. Whenthe 
negroes arrived they suddenly slipped away from 
the man who had themin charge. They are now 
separated and scattered about the city. The caus: 
of the queer action of the negroes is somewhat 
sensational, They say that the contractors prom- 
ised to pay one dollar and twenty-tive cents per 
day for labor, give them a house to live in an a 
drink of whisky every day. When the negroes 
reached the city some one told them that 
they would be paid only ninety cents a 
day for laborand they would have to pay fifty 
cents a day for house rent: that the contractors 
would take them one hundred milesin the woods 
and leave them to be eaten up by wild beasts, and 
that out there the white men lived onthe little 
negroes that were brought out tothe works. And 
as for whisky a drop was never seenin that com 
munity. Thisso frightened the ignorant darkies 
they refused to leaye the city, saying they had 
much rather starve in town than live on pine tops 
and run the risk of being eaten up by wild animals, 
How the negroes can be gotten ‘together again is a 
mystery.

EpITORs CONSTITUTION:—In two recent 
sues of your valuable paperin giving an account 
of the matter growing out of the habeas corpus 
proceedings instituted by Professor and Mrs, Wal- 
lace to obtain from me the custody of my only 
child,an unintentional injustice has been done me, 
and knowing your readiness to extend ‘“‘fair play,’ 
I ask you to insert the following extract touching 
said matter taken from the very full and able 
opinion rendered in the case by the supreme court 
showing what that court, after a full consideration 
of aw verbatim report of the evidence in the case 
concluaed to be the right and justice of the mat- 
ter. 

In this opinion the court says 

“Taking the version of the plaintiff in habeas 
corpus as true and without any referenre whatever 
to the respondent’s account it does not clearly ap 
pear that the respondent eve? relinywuished th 
custody of his child or that he ever contracted so 
to do. It is wholly uncertain upon these vital 
points, While this is it is true bevond 
controversy that the respondent did supply 
food and raiment for his child, that he furnished 
medicine and medical attendance for it when nec- 
essary, and that he was looked to for, and required 
by the grandmother, in whose care it was left, to 
do these things, and if the provision was not al- 
ways as bountiful as she thoughtit should be, sh 
sharply reproved him for his alleged short comin«rs 
in what she esteemed his duty in this regard. 

“It is quite apparent that he stood somewhat in 
oread of her reprimand for failing to observe what 
she deemed her proper rule and right supremacy. 
’ * * The child will be in the care of 
mother and sister, who are a part of his family,and 
who are shown to be. in every respect, proper per- 
sons to direct her education, and tobe entrusted 
with her management.’’ 

As to the redelivery to me of my child, and 
afiectionate parting between her and Mrs. Wallace 
and the criticisms passed upon my family in the 
publication in question, I prefer to remain silent, 
on accountofmy earnest hepe and desire that 
when the feelings inspired by recent defeat have 
subsided, the affectionate relations so long exist 
ing between myself and the parents of my beloved 
wife may be resumed. 

Prof. and Mrs. Wallace have always been and 
shall still be cordially received and welcomed at 
my house, and all reasonable opportunities givon 
them to enjoy the company of their granddaugh- 
ter, my child.
